Most
provident ally, after three hours of inte.j o anxiety a

slight movement in the pack was reported from aloft
giving indications of a weak place in the pack The
ship was In-tanUy turned in that direction, and even¬
tually we succeeded in forcing her through the woakest
p.ace in this nip, now our only hope, wh.ch was already
rapidly closing ogaiu with the formation o! new ice.

In a few minutes th.-y returned with a tiu tube con¬

taining a packet addressed to the Admiralty, evidently
left by (..pinin Mares. The Pandora was now moving
homeward, and recroesed Melville Bay without inci¬

dent, and finding it perfectly clear ol ice, with a heavy
rolling sea, which is quite unusual in the bay we
reached D -o on tbe 30th ofSeptember, where we re¬
mained until the o4th, recruiting. We again departed
and had a favorable passage down Davis Straits, but en¬

countered very h*avy weather and violent gales in
crossing the Atlantic, the ship being battened down lor
five days, and reached Portsmouth on the 15th.

JOIIN KELLY IRATE

The Press Denounced by Him as a Dis¬
grace to Civilizat on.

TAMMANYITE LIBERALS IN A ROW.

The -Proceedings at the Meet¬
ings Last Night.

Two days more and the real contest before the ballot
box for the political control ol this city takes placj.
Thus will conclude a short and vigorous campaign.
Usually we liavo at least three weeks of active prepara¬
tion bofbro election day, after the nominees of ail par¬
ties are placed before the people for their suf¬
frages; but tins year the Tammany, anti-Tammany and
republican forces did not complete their tickets until a

few days ago. The result has been an extremely sharp
and vigorous campaign on both sides. There are really
only two parties to this contest, one tindor the absolute
leadership of Mr. John Kelly, in Tammany Hall, and
the other composed of the people's combination party,
organized by the large mass of independent voters and
the honest working classes, headed by Recorder
John K. Hackett and District Attorney Ben¬
jamin K. Phelps. Such a coalition as

the latter, backed by the support of an

independent press, fostered by an enthusiastic public
opinion, its ranks swelled by the Indignation of thou¬
sands ofworkingmen and by desertions daily from tho
camp of the enemy, must positively win the battle on

next Tuesday.
TAMSLAJfT'S TR/CK8.

Ceaseless efforts have been made during the past
week by Tammany Hail to turn the tide so surely and

suddonly threatening to swamp that organization.
Meetings have been held nightly in nil the wards of tho
city; speakers (nearly all of whom are office holders)
have been engaged by the hundred, and the forco of
oratory brought to bear upon tho citadel in which
public andignation is entrouched. There is no disguis¬
ing the fact that those efforts have done some

good to the cause of Tammany. The speakers, tn the

main, pandered to the lower instincts of their
hearers; They introduced religious topics, bringing
forward a pamphlet issued by the Republican Con¬
gressional Committee in Washington. In which a state,
ment was made that the Catholics were engagod in a

crusade against the freo schools of the country, and
tried to saddle the burden Of this attack upon the peo¬
ple's party of this city because some republicans arc on

the ticket* But they forgot to mention the fact that
several republicans hold places in the city government
by and with the consent of Tammany Hall. So this

vu(gar appeal to religious prejudices by the paid orators
o! Tammany will bo very likely to have little effect.
The sober, »e< o.od thought of tho democratic voter will

bring him back to consider as to the safest
sido on which to cast his ballot. An intelligent
examination of the Issues will show him that the fight
is between a '-King" dictatorship under Mr. John

Kelly and a free city government under the untram¬
melled direction of the peoplo thomsclves. Know
Notning or prescriptive ideas cannot be dragged into tho
canvass. Tho history of the Know Nothing party
proves tliat democrats and republicans alike were

oqnally responsible for its monstrous doctrines. An

attempt to resurrect this long-buried corpse will only
tend further to destroy the political ghouls of Tam¬

many who nightly during the past week have bellowed
over those long forgotten subjects.

TIIK OUTLOOK FOB TtIR PKoPLE'S PAHTT.

According to all indications the chances of success

for the peoplo's party in this city have steadily ad-
vanned, notwithstanding the great efforts inaugurated
by Tammany to decry its leadership and principles.
The pamphlet bu-inc.-;s has been freely resorted to.
Thousands have been stricken off and distributed to
the voters. Some of those pamphlets make personal
attacks upon Recorder Hackett. Such a virulent and un¬

manly method of defaming a candidate must defeat the

very ends sought to be attained. The people lovo fair

play and do not relish this on sided and treacherous
method of striking*at a candidate. The manifest in¬

justice of the charges and the manner In which they
were placed befuro tbe public have aroused sentiments
of enthusiasm for the candidacy of Mr. Hackett which
must insure his election. Stnco then many of his
friends of tbe Bench and the Bur and tho respectable
citizens of New York have come forward and testified
their apprec.ution of his services. The people
intend to elect him again, and thus strike

down tho "one man" dictation which undertakes
to make Judges as Aldermen am made, to control the
Bench as Legislatures have hitherto been controlled by

both attacks were arranged hy Mr. John
Kelly as the preliminary stroke in sendingMis Honor from the council tronrd* of Tammany.
A reuicientatifs of the Herald called uoon Mr. Wick

ham yesterday afternoon to ascertain his position on
these topics, hut the gentleman was as dumb as an
oyster. He did not, apparently, wish to converse upuu
such delicate mailers, and, while denying nothuiR he
admitted nothing. Under such a condition of ailairs
an alliunce between the Mayor, Compiroller Green and
Governor Tihlen as against Mr, John Kelly, would
not be a far (etched speculation. In fact, this coali-
lti >n is already authoritatively hinted at. Tammany re¬

quires brains to conduct her bullies. Hie has cast
aside, by a blundering and still nocked policy on the
part of Mr. Kelly, magnificent opportunities Gover¬
nor Tildon is not averse to taking the helm and steering
the organization out ol the breakers. Her defeat next
Tuesduy would cause a new reformation, scattering to
the lour winds the present organization.

Tammany's loss thk ritorut's gain.
One ol the most conclusive proois of the breaking up

of Tunimuiiy Hull as u strong political organization Is
the recent occasion of nicuiliers ol the General Com¬
mittee. This is not confined to any particular district,
but extendi throughout the entire city. In the First,Second, Third and Fourth districts the resignations
have been larger than unywhero else. This action re¬
sults from the feet that those Assembly districts are
located in tho Fourth Senatorial district, where the
Fox and Morr.-sey struggle goes on with all its bitter¬
ness. The resigned members are among the most In¬
fluential polticuius in thoir localities. Then we have
disorganization in the Seventeenth and Twenty HrsL
Mr. James M. Sullivan has led the latter. Tnis gentle¬
man is ono ol the most influential citizens in the upper
part of the city, lie is a wealthy contractor jnd em¬
ploys a large number ot workingtuen. Ho was elected
to the Assembly two years ago Iroin the Twenty llrst
district, touting badly the roguiur Tammany candidate.
Ho afterward joined Tummuny Hall, but has become
disgusted with its present man agement, und now leaves
what he considers u sinking ship. Those disaffection*
will very materially assist Mr. Francis M. Hixby, the
anti-Tammany and republican nominee lor Senator of
the Eighth district, us against Mr. Everett P. Wheeler,
Tammany's choice.
Although Mr. Nicholas Muller and a number of his

friends on the committee ol the First district have
promised toy illy 10 the Tainmany local ticket, yet it is
with much dilliuulty that they were whipped into the
traces. More resignations are expected lrotn this dis¬
trict before election day. A bitter political antagonism
has always existed between Muller and Fox. The
lormer now heads the First District Tammany Commit¬
tee and is the Tammany nominee lor As. embly; while
Fox, residing m the same ward, is the Tanimmy candi¬
date for Senator, llow these hitherto entirely opposite
elements can meet and work together on election day
seems to he an unfathomable m> story to the inhabitants
of this quarter ol the city.

MOKKISKY VS. POX,
The canvass of John Morrissey against John Fox for

the Senator-diip of the Fourth district has very mate¬
rially strengthened the chances of the lormer during
the past week. A spirit ol genuine enthusiasm in tlio
cause 01 Morrlssoy lias taken hold of the large masses
ol' workingmcn who Inhabit this section. They feel
grateful to the anti-Tammany candidate lor his cham¬
pionship of their r.giits. and llluir fealty cannot bo
shaken. Morris.- oy cannot bo beuien by lair means, us
eight voters out ol every ten in the district to-duy ex¬

press themselves In favor of him. Tho large meetings
held In all parts ol the di-lrict during the past week
fully attested his popularity. In tho Seventh ward
the ovations have been particularly noticeable. This
ward was the headquarters oi William M. Tweed
for a number of years, und nearly the samo
crowd that tan (he machine under his auspices now
control tho politics of tho district. This is unothcr
evidence of tlie peculiar "relorm" Ideas claimed to be
the ruling spirit of Tammany's present management.
At the tirst Morrissey ratification meeting held at
'.Tweed Plaza" stones were thrown at Morrissey and
the meeting broken up by a Tammany gang. But this
conduct lias reacted hi Morrissey's favor. Tho people
recognize tho same power in this exhibition of terror¬
ism as is evident in the ultompi to control the'Bench
in the interest of a political clique.

TIIK SKNA'IOKIAI, AND ASSEMBLY CONTESTS.
During tho canvass the Herald has called attention

to the nature and character of the contests going ou in
the dillcrcnl Senatorial and Assembly districts of this
city. A great deal depends upon the class of men sent
to Albany next winter. The present standard of legls-
lators must be improved to prevent tho burgalu and
sales which have so frequently disgraced the proceed¬
ings of those bodies at their annual gatherings. A
greater-1 art of the important legislation pa-sed upon
every session affects metropolitan interests. Greut
care should therefore be exercised in the selection of
candidates. Unfortunately, many of tho Tammany
nominees are not lined either by position or educu-
tion for tho places they seek. The republicans
.expect to curry six ol tho Assembly districts,
and aro working like beavers, as they know how
Important it is 10 secure u majority In the Assembly.
But their minority representation in the last Legisla¬
ture did not militate much uguiusl republican Influence,
as the antics of the "responsible majority" completely
destroyed uuy influence which the democrats might
wield.

In the Fifth Senatorial district Senator Booth will
run against Mr. Sidney P. Nichols. This gentleman
was elected last year by some a,flUO majority.

TIIR SWEENY INDICTMENT.

In this connection somo additional Interesting corre¬

spondence is also made public for the first time. Tho

quashing of tho Sweeny indictment, It will be remem¬

bered, has been made use of against Recorder Hackctt
in the present political struggle. In quashing tho in¬

dictment, which bad been drawn up by Mr. Wheeler 1L
